UUi"    1  tion.   They  need,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  free  clay  loam,  moderately  rich  and  freely 
cultivated. 

T\flN'T  sow  too  shallow.   Plant  the  seeds  not  less  than  two  inches  deep,  and,  as  the  plants 
1JU1"    1  bi-come  established,  bank  the  soil  against  tnem,  repeating  tnis  two  or  three  times 
throughout  the  season. 

T^OIV'T  over-feed.    With  a  view  to  obtaining  vigorous  growth  and  profusion  of  bloom,  bone, 
JJUll    1  in  some  form,  is  the  best  fertilizer    Nitrate  of  soda  will  do  for  a  "hurry  up"  stimu- 
lant, should  such  be  needed ;  but  use  it  sparingly.
